THE QUESTION OF THE HOUR. 

Spiritualists are admonished by their 
gods to look after their own salvation 
aud not trust to faith alone—except to 
have faith in this advice. It may serve 
as an argument in favor of Spiritualism 
beiug the devil's work by those who 
still have a devil iu their life's philoso- 
phy. But Spiritualists are a progressive 
people and learn by experience, which is 
more than can be said of some of their 
Christian neighbors, who uttered’ batue- 
prayers during the war on both sides of 
the line, which were never heeded, and 
later for the restoration of President 
Garfield's health without effect. Still 
they continue to pray without works de- 


spite St. Paul's admonition to the con- j 


trary. Experience teaches them noth- 
ing. Even the Chinese have been given 
credit for more sense. When the British 
forces attacked Canton, the Chinese rely- 
ing upon their gods for protection, 
brought them out, set them upon the 
ramparts of their forts and devoutly 
prayed to them for hetp to drive away ihe 
barbarian enemy. The success of the 
English dispelled their confidence in 
those gods, and they became ready to 
accept a new one. Have orthodox Chris- 
tian people ever manifested a like readi- 
ness to heed the failure to elicit protec- 
tion or succor from their god? Would 
Spiritualists follow in the wake of like 
error? Organization is upon us, and it 
is well to heed whose god is put into our 
constitution. Past failures have been 
due to a tendency in this direction— 
spiritually and materially. Let experi- 
ence be our instructor. The Spiritual- 
ists god are the spirits. Not to be wor- 
shipped however, but to be consulted as 
friends and co-operators. It is in our 
power to so, and, in our humble opinion, 
should not be neglected. Time and cir- 
cumstances should make conditions 
favorable, and a few good trance and 
inspirational mediums could probably 
give better advice than what could be 
educed from strictly mortal opinion. 

We have a plan of organization pre- 
sented tous, which we endorsed because 
it was simple, practical and accompanied 
by the wherewith to begin operations on 
—-a most necessary consideration. ‘To as- 
sert that it is the true platform would 
entitle everybody to assert the same of 
his own. But we can not organize on 
every one presented ; anil as organization 
is the concentration of forces to a centre 
of gravity, we must begin by uniting on 
one plan—to be altered or amended at 
the proper time and place, if so ad- 
vised by the spirit world, and if their 
advice is superior to ours. We may 
listen to the voice of the spirit without 
imitating either the Christian or Chinese, 
or follow the dictum of “Thus saith the 
Lord!” 

Thus we ask co-operation from Spirit- 
ualists. Not as gods, but as men, Not 
as advisora, but as practical aids. Not 
as theorists, but as workers. Jet both 
mortal and spiritual gods be relegated 
to the past. As men we need no gods. 
and he who least needs the aid of a god, 
cares least about being recognized as 
one, OF such metal let our convention 
be composed, and conditions will he 
favorable for a grand and good achieve- 
ment—a solid foundation for further 
operations. 


BLUE LAWS REDIVIVUS. 

Among a few creedal, old fogies, there 
seems to be a determination to put in 
force, in several of the States, certain 
statutes enacted during the last century, 
touching the observance of the Christian 
Sunday. ‘These laws have been allowed 
to slumber on the statute books as dead 
letters, They simply voice the condition 
of society at the time of their enactment, 
and are as much out of harmony with 
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our present civilization as the sudden 
inlroduction of the old patriarchal sys 
| tem would be. 

Nevertheless, some creedal cranks are 
bent upon giving modern society a gen- 
uine taste of the old “Blue Laws” which 
were as characteristic of Virginia as of 
Connecticut, and which dominated all 
tbe colonies, save that of Rhode Island, 
settled by that sturdy,old conscience-ex- 
ile, Roger Williams. 

These creedal cranks have turned res- 
wrectionists, aud have been plying their 
work ofexhuming these old laws, and 
applying to the courts for their enforce- 
menf. They have made certain move- 


societies, even in populous cities which 
can not boast of a moderately wealthy 
membership. They must perforce stand 
alone in their work. There are no home 
missionary societies to come to their fi- 
nancial assistance, They need the min- 
istration of this gospel of the spiritual 
life. Their own individual souls are 
hungry, and the souls of their neighbors 
aud friends are hungrier. Mediums with 
different phases of spiritual phenomena 
are subject to call and serve these 
socities where the expense of travel 
is not too great. These mediums are 
entitled to compensation for their time, 
but not to a misuse of their great gifts 


«ents, and the result has been to put 
communities into a ferment. Some de- 
vout worshippers have had to attend 
Church unshaven ; physicians have had 
to leave their patients in peril for twen- 
ty-four hours because the doors of the 
apothecary were arbitrarily closed, in 
obedience to the mandate, of a last-cen- 
tury legislature. As a consequence a 
paralysis of orderly custom has been 
forced, to the indignation of the people 
who profess to govern themselves in this 
republic, 

Now, if these cranks had a modicum 
of the spirit of justice and fairness, they 
would begin by stationing a sheriff, 
clothed with the full powers of the obso- 
| lete law, at the head of every postal rail- 
| way train, arrest the engineer, fireman, 
! conductor, and every postal railway clerk 
| ou the train, every driver of goverument 
‘vehicles, and every postmaster and all 
his clerks participating in sorting or for- 
warding the mails, and finally arrest 
| Brother Waunamaker, the Sabbath- 
le ppl superintendent and postmaster- 
vefieral, {n fair play, the Tederal” gov- 
ernment itself should first be placed on 
the defensive, and then the humble citi- 
zen's arrest could legitimately follow. 
It is no more important that the govern- 
ment officials should get their letters 
than that a poor family should get some- 
thing to eat,a church-goer should ap- 
pear cleau and shaven at his devotion, 
or asick patient should have his pre- 
scribed remedies. 

The first shock of the work of these 
creedal cranks has been very unfavora- 
ble to its continuance. The popular in- 
dignation, without respect to creeds or 
classes, has manifested itself so general- 
ly, that the ceutral judita of this crusade 
for the resurrection of the “Blue Laws” 
has become frightened. They fear now 
the wholesale repeal of all these restric- 
tive lawsin all the Slates where they 
have slumbered so long, They fear that 
there is not conservatism enough to pre- 
vent a reaction which will place the 
Americun Sabbath in the category of the 
French seventh day of amusement and 
secular business. And they are right. 
The world is moving forward, not back- 
ward. What might be endured by our 
creedal fathers is not necessarily adapted 
to this age. An orderly, sensible rest- 
day of the Christian Sunday would be 
accepted and enforced by modern legis- 
lators and their constituencies, but the 


tyrauny of old Puritan Blue Laws never. 
Our advice to these cranks is to go slow. 


STATEMENT, SUGGESTION, EX- 
HORTATION, 

We confess toa deep sympathy with 
struggling spiritual societies. Most of 
their members love the philosophy and 
the religion of spirit communion, its 
facts and its mighty comforts; its sweet 
rest of the soul and spiritual commu- 
nings ; its helps and its suggestive helps 
in the battle of life; its spirit hands of 
comfort and power extracting the thorns 
planted in the soul by sorrowful bereave 
ments and parlings; its songs of soul 
exultation over the life prospective in 
God's own, sweet summerland, prepared 
for the bruised and tired spirits of earth 
—and they desire that their neighbors 
aud friends should hear, learn, aud know 
for themselves. This desire is laudable, 
for it is unselfish. The curse of the heart 
is selfishness; the glory of a true Spir- 
itualism is a heart filled with beneticence 


by making merchandise of them, or by 
using them merely to make money. 
They were conferred and are used by the 
spirit world to enlighten, emancipate, 
and lead men and women to the accept- 
ance of the truth. They should not be 
prostituted to the cause of money grasp- 
ing.

The editor uses this case to illustrate 
paternalism in government, showing 
that the lower, the l'ederal, and the Su- 
preme courts upheld this monstrous 
crime against the individual and his con- 
science, because of the religious bigotry 
and intolerance of the majority, sustain- 
ed by the religious press. There is pith, 
point, and truth in the following quota- 
tion from the article : 

The religious press is so dominated by big- 
olry and ancient prejudice. that it is blind 
alike to the Golden Rule and to the inexorable 
demands of justice.

But the work of the age requires lec- 
turers, teachers, with or without phe- 
nomeual gifts.

Glad hearts, 
hungry hearts, will welcome these mes- 
sengers, but can not give them plethoric 
purses, Hence the lecturer should ad- 
just his or her compensation to the con- 
dition of the societies they serve, and 
wait for the larger, and even more equit- 
able reward, in their own growth and in 
their richer excarnated life. 

Sorte sd tE ANCA WI We Breed 
which a purely commercial life engen- 
ders, are not as generous or liberal with 
their lecturers and mediumsas they ought 
to be, Many Spiritualists, who have been 
converted to the truth through phenom- 
ena and tests, have never comprehended 
the laws of their own spiritual growth 
and unfolding. They are ou the earth 
plane of living and grasping. They are 
close, penurious, and selfish, They do 
not bear their share of the burdens, but 
permit the generous and the noble-mind- 
ed, the loving and the unselfish to carry 
the load. These need educating. They 
are ignorant of the primary teachings of 
the spiritual philosophy. Creedists 
would say that such need “conversion,” 
but no conversion wrought by fa th in a 
sacrificial atonement would make such 
souls generous. Ignorance is their bance ; 
enlightenment its antidote and cure. 

Our comment upon this condition of 
things, aud our earnest exhortation to all 
mediums and lecturers serving weak so- 
cieties is: Be generous; be helpful; sink 
your own temporal interests in the good 
of the cause ; build up aud enlarge socie- 
ties,add to the numbers of the generous, 
struggling handful that they may become 
a strong, healthy society spiritually and 
financially, Our advice to struggling so- 
cieties is: Never surrender; do person- 
al work ; get the best available exponents 
of a true spiritual philosophy of life; 
spread spiritual literature; get THE BET- 
TUR Way into fau.ilies, and then make 
your societies a power in communities. 
A generous self-denial, mutual helpful- 
ness, and personal activity in the spread 
of the truth are what is most ueeded just 
now,

Therefore, to 
work—the sooner the better. It will 
help towards the grand aim of all—or- 
ganization.

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THEOSOPHY VS. SPIRITUALISM. 
To the Kdhtor of The Better Way. 


The article by Mr. Frederick Cook in 
your isaue of October 24th seems to call 
for a response, I aw decidedly of the 
impression that many intelligent per- 
sons, who call themselves Spiritualists, 
believe not only in embodiment, but re- 
embcdiment of the soul in matter on 
this earth. Itis advocated unyualifiedly 
in the “Light of Egypt” iu a work called 
“The Soul and its Embodiment” {I be- 
lieve attributed to Mrs. I. H. Brittain) 
and by Spiritists of the Allan Kardac 
school. Still, opinions and interpreta- 
lions might differ bere. It might all 
turn on the idea or the philosophy of 
the individual og to what it is that is 
embodied or disembodied, and again re- 
embodied or re-incarnated. The whole 
subject is very obstruse, It is necessary 
first to agree upon names or terms in 
order to avoid confusion and in order 
lo get a starting point. I can certainly 
not agree with Mr. Cook when he says 
that Theosophy “merges personality in 
individuality” and “commits the unpar- 
donable offense of destroying the indi- 
viduality also.” To my mind it would be 
difficult with an equal number of words 
to make a more glaring misstatement of 
the position of the Theosophist. As 
Mr. Cook does not define what he 
means by the terms “personal” and “in- 
dividual," and, as so far as I can ste, 
hopelessly confuses them, it becomes 
dificult to discern his position. When 
he says that “soul is an unconditioned 
element,” and again—"what is embodied 
is the primal expression of soul, i. e., 
spirit, a phantasm, a phenomenon in the 
realm of existence.” To say that soul is 
“unconditioned” and yet embodied, and 
synonymous with “spirit,” “phenome- 
non,"and“phantasm"transcends my com- 
prehension. Greater philosophical con- 
tradictions it would be difficult to invent 
or imagine, at least so it seems to me. 
Very little good ever results from argu- 
ment, as very few persons are ever con- 
vinced by it, Certainly I can not argue 
on the various statements contained in 
Mr. Cook's article, because, to my mind, 
they contain no logical sequence, no 
definite premise, and are self contradic- 
tory; and at the same time he entirely 
misappreheuds the philosophy of re- 
incarnation as beld by most intelligent 
Theosophists.

As the reverend Jawyer referred to the 
village of Endor and so vividly described 
what took place there at a seance in the 
night, with a female medium and a king 
just going out of office, he has shown 
himself a consumate pettifogger by 
j keeping in the dark the hest part of the

sion, I will relate for the purpose of 
showing the beauties of the statute upon 
which the indictment is founded.

RAILROADS AND ELECTRICITY. 
“There is an item going the rounds of 
the press again concerning the higher 
speed of European railroads as compared 
with those of this country,” remarked 
the traveling auditor of one of Chicago's 
trunk lines the other night at the Pal- 
mer House. “It should be called in, It 
juggles with the truth. I spent last 
summer in Europe, and while there I 
studied the railroad situation pretty 
thoroughly, The average speed of our 
passenger trains is considerable higher 
than the average of similar trains in 
England, Germany, or France. England 
has two trains and Germany one which 
make very fast time for comparatively 
short distances; but all things con- 
sidered, the Jżurpean roads are uot to be 
compared with ours for a moment in 
point of speed, service or safety. The 
English coaches are much lighter thau 
ours, and this should increase their 
speed; but in point of fact it does not, 
while the English trains have none of 
the conveniences of modern railway 
travel in this country. The only point 
where Europe beats us in the railroad 
business is in having better stations. 
Within the next twenty-five years the 
United States will surpass the rest of 
the creation in this regard, too.” 
“Within the next twenty-five years, 
however, I expect to sce a great revolu- 
tion in the railway world,” added an- 
other railway official who had joined the 
coterie in the hotel lobby ; “it has long 
been a hobby of Thomas A. Edison that 
electricity ultimately will supplant steam 
as a locomotive power. Vor several 
years he has been experimenting in this 
direction. Only a few yenrs ago electri- 
city as a motive power for strect-railways 
was unknown, but now the electric tram- 
ways are scattered] throughout the en- 
tire civilized world, Great improvements 
in street-car motors have been made 
lately, and many of the brightest minds 
of the world are at work upon still fur- 
ther improvements. Mr. Iidison has 
done more practical work in this line, 
however, than any olherinventlor. Ife 
has equipped a atrect-railway in a little 
town not one hundred miles from Chic- 
ago with Pullman vestibule coaches, 
heavier steel rails than the great trunk 
lines use, and electric motors that can 
grind out thirty miles an hour without 
dificulty, This is an experiment line, 
and it is a great success from every 
point of view, except finances. The ex- 
penses of operation are too heavy for 
ithe traffic of the little one-horse town 
in which itis located. Mr. Edison is now 
building a one thousand horae-power 
locomotive-motor for Henry Villard, and 
1 believe this marke the beginning of a 
new era in railroading.” —Chicago Mail.
